The Constitution of the new Sec- 
tion was adopted and is being for- 
warded to the Executive Committee 
of the Association for approval. 

There were about 130 registered 
at Birmingham and 165 attended 
the banquet on Tuesday evening, 
the main feature of which was an 
address by Dr. James 8. Thomas of 
the University of Alabama on the 
industrial future of the southeastern 
part of the United States. 

One of the most interesting events 
was the visit of the delegates to four 
plants of the manufacturers of cast 
iron pipe. The plants were those 
of the McWane Cast Iron Pips 
Company, National Cast Iron Pipe 
Company, United States Cast Iron 
Pipe and Foundry Company and 
the American Cast Iron Pipe

The Jacksonville meeting was 
held on April 10 and 11 with 75 
in attendance. 

One of the many interesting 
papers given at the meeting was 
that by Dr. Herman Gunter, State 
Geologist, who stressed the matter 
of conservation and need of the pro- 
tection of the Ocala Limestone 
formation in the State. Dr. Gunter 
stressed the need of conservation of 
the artesian wells and also protec-

tion against infiltration against salt 
water by oil drillers, prospecting for 
oil. He also stated that the catch- 
ment areas of these waters from the 
Ocala limestone were very largely 
within the State of Florida and parts 
of Georgia and Alabama, and called 
attention to the fact that this state 
had never been completely mapped 
from a topographical standpoint, 
nor had stream gauging of the state 
water sources been carried on. The 
Section passed a resolution request- 
ing the Legislature to supply funds 
for codperative work with the 
Federal Government on the matter 
of a topographical map and stream 
gauges. 

Another interesting paper was 
given by Mr. J. P. Tanner of the 
West Palm Beach Water Company, 
describing very vividly the problem 
of handling the water supplies at the 
Palm Beaches during the hurricane 
of 1927. Mr. Tanner stressed the 
need of preparing far in advance for 
such emergencies, also the desirabil- 
ity of keeping in close touch with the 
Weather Bureau for courses of the 
tropical storms and the reports to 
be given out by the Bureau. 

The desirability of beautification 
around water works plants and the 
securing of good will by visits to the 
plants by citizens, also was stressed 
in papers by Mr. W. H. Weir, En- 
gineer of the Georgia State Board of 
Health, and Mr. T. M. Early, 
Superintendent of Water Works, 
Cocoa, Fla.
